Turning to France we find that peo- 
ple had to live in the face of perse- 
cution so severe as to he without par- 
allel in the annals of any civilized 
country. Everywhere people fought for 
'.heir own particular narrow thesis. In 
Srair. : lie Inquisition was a creature 
cf the royal power. The Jew? and Mor- 
iseocs were expelled. But even while 
Spa r, was wa, oiling for witches, trade 
had Increased in Europe, trailing in Its 
wake a spreading materialism. Slowly 
the western world was getting back 
to the common sense of the Creeks 
and Romans. In ISOS a Jew and a 
Quaker were hung by the Inquisition. 
They were the las'. \o die for the re- 
ligion in Spain. 

New we have complete toleration, so 
we say, toleration perhaps, bat not 
freedom. Public opinion is still strong, 
yet that too Is waning.
